At the December 12 Town-

Moran, many months on the 
development of a new civic 
complex. They recommended 


acceptance of the deal and - 


Supervisor Mitchell spoke on 
their behalf. He said, “The com- 
mittee considered four sites.and 
determined the West Road 
location to be the site of pref= 
erence.” He went on to advise 
the Board that both parcels 
were appraised and they came 
up with similar values. He 
said, “the Authority Board 
voted unanimously to support 
the transfer contingent upon 
our community supporting a 
millage to build the facility.” 
The Supervisor informed 
the Board that the Township 
attorney had reviewed the pro- 
posal and after some correc- 
tions had approved it for re- 
view by the Township Board. 
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The Township Attorney 


advised the Board that if the 
voters do not approve a facili- 
ty, the properties would revert 
back to their previous owners 
at the expiration of the agreement. 


N.A. MAN 


Trustee Adkins expressed 
concern over the future of 
Lajko Park stating the facility 
is used by the community. The 
Supervisor responded that the 


plan was to keep the park open 
until the new park facility was 
built along with the new complex.
